Taft and Booker Washington 
Make Addresses in New 
York on the Negro Ques- 
tion—Taft Tells His - Hear- 
ers of His Recent Visit to 
the South. 


New York, February 23.—President- 
elect Taft was the principal speaker 


io tonight in the interest of Hampton in- 


etitute, under the auspices of the Arm- 
strong Association, at Carnegie hal! 
tonight. A drenching rain failed to 
keep away a large throng, eager to 
hear Mr. Taft. The exercises were 
opened by Bishop David H. Greer, of 
the Episcopal diocese of New York. 

All the approaches to Carnegie hall 
were carefully guarded by a force of 
100 patrolmen, and only those having 
cards of admission were permitted to 
enter. There were no decorations in 
the hall, and the audience’s attention 
Wwas centered on a trades exhibit on the 
platform which, following the address 
of Mr. Taft, showed the students of 
Hampton at their work in the various 
trades. 

Plantation Songs. 

Mr. Taft was given a hearty salvo of 
applause as he was escorted to the 
platform, with William Jay Schief- 
felin, president of the Armstrong As- 
sociation; Robert C. Ogden, Booker T. 
Washington and Bishop Greer. Plan- 
tation songs by a chorus of Hampton 
students opened the program of the 
evening. 
~ President Schteffelin, in introducing 
Bishop Greer,.as presiding officer, said 
that the Armstrong Association desired 
$2,000,000 with which to conduct ef- 
fectively the work of Hampton insti- 


tute. 

Kishop Greer spoke of the grave ne- 
gro problems now awaiting golution by 
the American people, and declared that 
in his opinion, if the negro were given 
an education and a fair opportunity, 
he would work out his own problems 

-ooker Washington told of the ad- 
vancement of the negro in industrial 
endeavors when given a chance to im- 
prove his mental capacity and learn a 
trade At the conclusion of Washing- 
tons address, the curtain on the stage, 
iown behind from the proscenium arch; 
leuwn behind the chair of Mr Taft and 
the speakers, was raised, shuwing the 
etudents at work at various trades. 
The exhibition was. given several 
round; of applause. 

Taft and Ogden in Chair Tug. 

Roars of laughter were provoked 
when the curtain fell and Mr. Ogden 
, Started tuo drag the chair of Mr. Taft 
‘back to the center of the stage. Mr. 

Taft aiso took hold of his chair, indi- 

cating that ae would carry his own 

seat. Mr. Ogden did not think this a 
president-elect’s prerogative, and shook 
his head, and while the audience 

laughed, Mr. Taft and Mr. Ogden com- 
prothised the matter and assisted each 

otner in putting tne cnair in its place. 

Aller a enurt address by Kobert C. 
Ogden, bishop Greer introduced* Mr: 
Tait, in @ few words, saying that no 
one in the American pubhic life better 
‘understood the problem of race and class 
adjustment than the president-elect. 
The audience rose and cheered for some 
time as Mr. Taft smilingly Dowed his 
thanks for the cordial weicome. 

Taft on the Negro. 

Mr. Taft began his remarks with the 
Statement that nine of the ten million 
negroes in the United States hive in the 

‘ southern states. 

“Now, if you read The Congressional 
Record,” he said, and the audience 
emiled audibly. Mr. Taft also smiled 
owt loud as he recalled one senator wiho 
wanted to make people read The Record.

ARKANSAS WIND 
AGAINST TRUSTS 


U.S. Supreme Court Up- 
holds StateAnti-Trust Act 


In Upholding Law the Court 
Says Corporations Must Live 
in Light and Be Ready to Ex- 
hibit Proceedings to Their 
Creator—the State. 


Washington. Februarv 23.—In an 
opinion by Justice White, the supreme 
court of the United States today upheld 
the validity of the Arkansas anti-trust 
law of 905, which provides a penalty 
of from $200 to $500 for each offense 
and the forfeiture of the right to do 
business in the state. The decision was 
handed down in the case of the Ham- 
mond Packing Company, of Chicago 
which it was charged had combined 
with other packers to fix the price of 
meats), v. the State of Arkansas. The 
case originated in the circuit court of 
Pulaski county, Arkansas, where a $10,- 
000 fine was {mposed. 

That verdict was sustained by the 
Arkansas supreme court, whose finding 
was today affirmed. The constitution- 
ality of the law was attacked on the 
@round that it impaired the obligation 
of contracts, denies equa] protection 
under the law and stands in the way 
of legal process. It was also contended 
that inasmuch ag the packing company 
is an outside corporation its offense, if 
it committed any, which it denied, was 
committed ofitside the state. It was 
also urged that the trial had been ir- 
regular 
jury, as required by the Arkansas con- 
stitution in criminal actions. 

Justice White’s decision was against 
the packing company on all those 
points. He gave especial consideration 
to the complaint that when the com- 
pany refused to produce its books in 
obedience to an order from the court, a 
judgment was given against it contrary 
to the federal constitution. Justice 
White declared that it was the duty of 
a corporation to live in the Hght of 
day and to be prepared at any time 
“to exhibit its proceedings to its crea- 
tor—the state.”’ 

Express Franks Under Ban. 

Washington, February 23.—In an opin- 
ion by Justice Day, in various cases of 
the United States against the express 
companies of the country, the supreme 
court of the United States ,today held 
that under the E’kins’ law express 
companies cannot legally grant franks 
for the free transportation of the prop- 
erty of thelr own employees or of the 
employees of other express or trans- 
portation companies. The decision held 
that to grant this privilege» would be 
to exercise an undue preference under 
the law which prohibits all transporta- 
tion companies from giving to any one 
rates which are not included in the 
published schedule. In his opinion 
Justice Day said: 

“It cannot be doubted that the trans- 
portation of property upon franks is- 
sued by the express companies is with- 
in the terms of the act. Within the 
terms used in the Elkins act such 
transportation enables one class of per- 
sons to obtain transportation at a dif- 
ferent and less rate than that named in 
the pwhblished rates.” 

He concluded by saying that there 
Was no reason why congress should 
not grant the express companies the 
privileges enjoyed by the railroad com- 
panies, “but the law must be applied 
iby congress and not by the courts.” 

$108,000 Rebate Fine Upheld. 

Washington, February 23.—The' ver- 
dict of the United States circuit court 
for the southérn district of New York 
imposing a fine of $108,000 upon the 
New York- Central Railroad Company, 
on the charge of granting rebates to 
the American Sugar Company, was to- 
day affirmed by the supreme court of 
the United States. 

State Controls Phone Rates. 

Washington, February 23.—The su- 
preme court of the United States today 
decided the case of the Cumberland 
Telephone Company versus the rail- 
road commissjon of Louisiana involv- 
ing tne right of the commission to re- 
duce the company’s long distance rates, 
favorably to the state. Decision was 
made vy Justice Peckham.

A horse was drowned in the underpass 
of the Illinots Central at Eleventh ana 
Oak streets, and several more were 
swept away and lost in the flooded 
creeks near Fisherville, !2 miles out. 

200 Cattle Perished. 

A herd of two hundred cattle perished 
in the flooded suburbs tonight. The rain 
fell steadily all night and most of today, 
the precipitation being 5 inches in less 
than twenty-four hours. 

Street car traffic in Louisville suffered 
severely. 

A landslide on the main line of the 
Henderson route, near West Point, has 
delayed traffic on that road between 
Louisville and St. Louis; the washing 
away Of a trestle on the Southern’s Lex- 
ington branch near Fisherville delayed 
ail trains. 

There was a slight interruption on 
the Louisville and Nashville road be- 
tween Louisville and Cincinnati during 
the morning owing to derailment of a 
section of a freight train, a few miles 
out, due to the high water.

Houses Deserted. 

In the suburbs several homes have 
been deserted.

MILLIONS SPENT 
FOR SECRET WORK 


Senator Clay on Contro- 
versy With President. 


Says Government Is Spending 
$24,000,000 Annually for 
Secret Service — Only Criti- 
cism Merited by Congress Is 
for Being Too Liberal.

Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
Though Senator Hemenway, of Indiana, 
feels incensed against the president and 
making a sharp reply to tne 
chief executive's latest utterance in the 
secret service controversy, the other 
members of the subcommittee of the ap- 
fropriations committee, which has been 
making the investigation, are taking 
things more calmly. 

The president’s reply to the commit- 
tee’s report was contained in a letter 
to Senator Hale, given to the press last 
Sunday. He declared the report uphola- 
ing the limitation placed by congress 
upon the work of the secret service was 
inaccurate. He said if the limitation 
had been in use in the past a certain 
senator and a representative and various 
men of wealth and high political infiu- 
ence connected with the western land 
frauds would not have been detected. 
The president said the report was mis- 
leading in various important respects. 

Report Accurate, Says Clay. 

Senator Clay, in discussing the mes- 
sage today, insisted that the report of 
the senate subcommittee, of which he is 
a member, was entirely accurate. ne 
says he will not favor any report from 
the committee that will be disrespectful 
to the president, but will take a firm 
stand in support of the absolute truth- 
fulness of the report. President Roose- 
velt kept Senator Hemenway gut of the 
Teft cabinet, and the Jatter does not feel 
at all kindly toward the chief execu- 
tive. 

In discussing the controversy tonight, 
Senator Clay pointed out that the sen- 
ate had been most respectful to the pres- 
ident. While the house had stricken 
the objectionable parts of his message 
from the record, the senate had taken 
no such action. 

“If congress is to be criticised at all, 
it should be criticised for being too lib- 
eral in spending money for secret ser- 
vice and inspection work,’’ he said. 

Clay Intends to Do Duty. 

‘T ghall not engage in any personal 
abuse of the president. The relations 
between President Roosevelt and my- 
self have always been cordial. I am 
one of the two minority members of the 
committee. Whatever I shall say or do 
in this secret service controversy will 
be done simply in discharging the duty 
I have sworn to perform. 

“We are now paying nearly $24,000,- 
000 per annum for secret service and !n- 
spection work. We are maintianing a 
perfect army of employees of this Kind 
who are going over the country spend- 
ing the people’s money. I think it is the 
duty of congress to carefully scrutinize 
every appropriation of this character 
and see that the money is wisely spent.”

Colonel Cooper Was Cool and 
Collected on the Stand—He 
Showed Some Emotion When 
the Editorials That Led Up 
to the Killing of Carmack 
Were Read. 


Nashville, Tenn., 23.—The 
sixth day of actual testimony im the 
case of Colonel Duncam B. and Robin J. 
Cooper and John D. Sharp, charged with 
the murder of Former Senator E. W. 
Carmack, closed with the aged defend- 
ant, Colonel Cooper, stfll on the witness 
stand. His own counsel were question- 
ing him and, when court adjourned, they 
intimated that they were about half 
through.

CLOBE GIRDLERS 
ARE GOING HOME 


Many Sailors Are Leaving 
the Battleship Fleet. 


‘Blue Jackets Have Saved Their 
Money, and, as Time Has 
Expired, They Depart for 
Home—Ships: in the Roads 
Ride Out Storm. 


Fort Monroe, Va., February 23.—The 
bad weather which greeted the battie- 
ship fleet at the Virginia capes yester- 
day, the worst the sixteen ships have 
experienced in any port visited on their 
Way around the world, continued today. 
Storm signals were hoisted on the beach 
and during the afternoon a stiff south- 
easter set‘in, driving a stinging rain 
before it.- The ehips, safely at anchor, 
paid little heed to the blow, but the lit- 
tle white and gray steam launghes run- 
ning between ship and shore got quite 
a buffeting from wind and waves. 

The part of the roadstead running west 
from the Old Point pier seemed fairly 
choked with fighting craft today. The 
two long lines of the combined squadrons 
of Admirals Sperry and Arnold stretch- 
ed away from the dock, almost as far 
as the eye could reach, the gray ships 
of the stay-at-home fleet fading away tn 
the rain and mist which overspread the 
harbor. 

The battleship Vermont. of the first 
division of the returning fleet, remained 
in quarantine today. A case of small- 
pox developed on board among the 
crew. The sick man was taken to the 
naval hospital at Norfolk, and most of 
the officers and members of the crew 
have been vaccinated anew. The men 
have been restricted to the ship. 

Sailors Going Home, 

One of the most interesting sights to- 
day was the departure of a large num- 
ber of enlisted men, whose terms of 
service had expired. 
from the various ships in boats towed 
by steam launches. 

As thev left the side of the vessel on 
which they had served, the departing 
men were given lusty cheers by the 
saffiors. Still attired in their sailor 
togs, the men reached the government 
dock loaeded down with all man- 
ner of luggage. Many of them had 
their belongings and souvenirs of the 
trip stowed away in canvas bags, while 
others “were equipped with natty 
leather suit cases. The latter were 
invariably plastered all over with la- 
bels from foreign hotels and transpor- 
tation companies. The first-class lib- 
erty men of the fleet made many side 
excursions from various ports visited, 
and they were also entertained at the 
best hoteis. Their uniforms were re- 
spected by every nation. On these vis- 
its the men accumulated many of the 
traveling labels. 

Negro Boys Reap Harveat. 

Negro boys and porters loitering about 
the dock reaped a harvest from the 
home-going sailors, who, disdaining to 
carry their own satchels and bundles, 
handed them over to the boys to be 
taken to the railroad station, or trolley 
cars. The blue jackets brought home all 
manner of souvenirs from every coun- 
try visited. The cruise had furnished 
them with stories for their friends at 
home for all time to come. 

A number of sailors who left today 
were long-enlistment men, who un- 
doubtedly will come back into the ser- 
vice before three months have elapsed. 
They have saved considerable money on 
the trip and are anxious to go home 
and tell of their experiences. [If they 
reenlist within ninety days they will be 
rated as having never left the navy and 
will receive the increased pay which 
comes with every reenlistment. 


OFFICERS OF BATTLESHIPS 
ENTERTAINED BY RICHMOND 


Richmond, Va., February 23.—Grace- 
ful homage was paid by the south to- 
day to the globe-girdling American 
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battleship fleet, in this old capital of 
the confederacy. 

“We welcome you to the hearts of a 
people who yield to no one in devotion 
to the American navy, nor in loyalty 
to ‘our’ flag.”’ e 

This sentiment was exgressed by 
Mayor Richardson in welcoming Rear 
Admiral Sperry, Rear Admiral Wain- 
wright and fifty-four of the officers 
under the former’s command to this 
city. 

The visitors, invited by the Richmond 
Chamber of Commerce, arrived here 
shortly before noon by train from 
Fortress Monroe, escorted by a great 
committee.

ATTACK ON RAINEY 
AIRED IN CONGRESS 


ClarkeThinks That House 
Should Protect Members. 


He Says Letter of Secretary of 
State Bacon, Apologizing to 
Panama for Mr. Rainey’s 
Speech, Was Insult to House 


Washington, February 23.—Rising to a 
question of the highest Privilege, Mr. 
Clarke, of Florida, in the house of rep- 
resentatives today offered a resolution 
Providing for an investigation by the 
committee on judiciary of the letter of 
Secretary of State Bacon of February 9, 
1909, wherein the secretary deprecated 
the remarks of Mr. Rainey, of Llinois, 
regarding Panama canal affairs, in order 
so ascertain whether or not it was a 
violation of the privileges of the house, 
and to make recommendation accord- 
ingly. 

Messrs Payne, of New York, and 
Overstreet, of Indiana, spramg to their 
feet, the former demanding that the res- 
obution be laid.on the table, while Mr. 
Overstreet mads the point of order that 
the resohution was not privileged. 

Clarke Quoted Constitution. 

In the meantime, Mr. Clarke was ap- 
Pealing for recognition, amd finally got 
it. He quoted the constitution in sup- 
port of his resolution, but said . that, 
whether or not it was privileged, the 
subject should be investigated. 

The letter of Secretary of State Bacon, 
ihe said, had been scattered broadcast 
over the world, through the press. 

“There has been filed in the archives 
of the government—there to remain as 
stands—” he 
said, ‘an attack on a member of this 
house for what he may have said in de- 
bate on this floor.’’ 

Mr. Rainey, he charged, had been de- 
nounced in that letter as having ut- 
tered an umtruth in debate: ‘was de- 
nounced by the secretary of state at the 
direction of the president,” and de- 
nounced in an official communication to 
the representative of a quasi-foreign 
power. It was, he said, one of the grav- 
est breaches of the privileges of the 
house, and an indignity and insult to 
the house. 

Cannon Preferred Not to Rule. 

In an elaborate opinion, Speaker Can- 
non said he preferred not to pass on the 
point of order and sustain the same, but 
believed it would be better to let the 
house take such action as it saw proper 
on a decision overruling the point of 
order, ‘‘and whether a question of privi- 
legie is involved or even a shadow of a 
question of privilege, will be for the 
house to determine.’’ He thereupon over- 
ruled the point. On a motion by. Mr. 
Payne, of New York, to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table, Mr. Clarke succeeded 
in forcing a roll call. 

By a strict party vote of 186 to 120, 
the resolution was laid on the table.

After wading through several minor 
matters, the board got to the question 
of a superintendent. Some of the 
members seemed ready for business, 
and Charles Northen nominated Dr. 
Summerall, after stating that the fi- 
nance committee of council had agreed 
that the salary of the position should 
be raised to $1,800., Mr. Northen said 
the other $500, that most of the mem- 
bers favored paying, could be raised 
from aonther source.

Trustees Lowry and 
Martin said they favored Summerall, 
but thought the money should be in 
sight first. 

In the face of the opposition to the 
election on the spot, Mr. Northen with- 
drew his nomination.. Dr. W. S. Elkin 
and Hugh M. Dorsey were also ready 
to elect Dr. Summerall. 

Other Matters Discussed. 

Dr. Elkin stated that Dr. Summerall 
could save the institution the differ- 
ence in salary and run the hospital 
cheaper than ever before, putting in an 
entirely new set of plumbing, a hos- 
pital laundry, etc. 

In regard to the plumbing at the hos- 
pital, J. H. Harwell, a member of the 
committee to look into this matter, 
said he thought the bills were entirely 
too high, averaging from $75 to $100 a 
month. Several of the members have 
stated that a whole outfit of new 
plumbing could be installed and run 
the first year at a considerable less 
figure than under the present arrange- 
ment.

Councilman Smith Wants 
All Boards and Alder- 
men Abolished. 


Councilman B. Lee Smith, of the 
fourth ward, not only agrees with Alder- 
man William A. Hancock that the mem- 
bership in the genemal council and the 
city boards should be reduced, but he 
goes further and says that all boards, 
including the aldermamic board, should 
be abolished, and that the city govern- 
ment should be in the hands of ten 
councilmen, a mayor and a mayor pro 
tem., all to be elected by the people. 

“TIT was never more convinced of any- 
thing in my \life,’’ said Councilman 
Smith yesterday, ‘than J am that there 
are too many members of the general 
council and the boards. We do not 
want any boards at all, not even the 
aldermanic board. My plan is to have 
the people elect one councilman from 
each ward, which will make the total 
number ten, and have both the mayor 
and mayor pro tem. elected by the peo- 
Die. This would give a legislative body 
of eleven, with a chief executive.” 

Councilman Smith's plan is almost 
that of a commission form of govern- 
ment. 

Alderman Roberts, who was quoted 
in yesterday’s Constitution as favoring 
fewer councilmen, aldermen and board 
members, has made a further statement 
that he would favor abolishing all 
boards. He does not, however, include 
the aldenmanic board, as is suggested 
by Councilman Smith. 

Alderman E. E. Pomeroy says that 
while at first blush he believes he will 
favor of the plan of Alderman Hancock, 
yet he would like to look into the ques- 
tion more fully before committing him- 
self. 

Alderman John S. Candler says 
he believes the city boards should 
abolished, but he does not agree with the 
idea of reducing the membership in 
council. 

While the members 
council seem to differ 
the details of the plan to be worked out, 
they nearly all, more or less, favor some 
such plan as thas been suggested by 
Alderman Hancock, and it seems prob- 
able that the council will next Monday 
adopt Alderman Hancock's resolution, or 
something similar to it.

The 
humiliation mistakenly visited upon Jefferson Davis and the odium in 
which the north once held his name, were referrable solely to the fact 
that he typified the south and -the broken cause for which the south stood.

GOSSIP CAUGHT IN CORRIDORS 
OF THE NATIONAL CAPITOL 


Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
In discussing the recent dispatch from 
Washington in The Constitution relative 
to the attitude of the postoffice depart- 
ment toward railroads in the matter of 
imposing fines for delays and delinquen- 
cies, a Georgia railroud man insisted 
tbat the imposition of fines for delays 
was an unjust hardship upon the rail- 
roads. 

“The mail transportation pay from the 
government amounts to only 2 per cent 
of the revenue of the railroads,’ he de- 
clared. “The railroads make every ef- 
fort to handle their trains with all pos- 
sible expedition and prenptness in order 
to make the 98 per cent” they derive 
If they are not always 
able to maintain schedules for the bene- 
fit of the public, which pays $98, it 1S 
not reasonable to suppose they could do 
any more to earn the $2 from the gov- 
ernment.”’ 

Taking up recent legislation 
gress affecting the railroads of the coun- 
try, he said: 

“In the last two or three years tne 
railroads have been ‘soaked’ pretty 
heavy on mail pay. Congress made a re- 
duction of $3,482,147.76, and the depart- 
ment, not to be outdone, made a reduc- 
tion on its own account of $4,619,285.55, 
or a total of $8,101,433.6!. This was 
done without inquiry and simply in re- 


in con- 


' sponse to the general 


feeling of Nvo- 
tility to the roads. In 1898 reductions 
were proposed, but, first, an exhaustive 
investigation was made, as a result of 
which it was concluded they were not 
justified. 

‘One reduction the postoffice depart- 
ment made, which was simply ‘sharp 
practice,’ was in ordering a 60-foot car 
in one direction and a 40-foot car in 
the return direction. There is a differ- 
ence in the pay for each. If the roads 
hauled a 60-foot car southbound, they 
had to bring it back for the next trip, 
and there was nothing else for them to 
do but accept pay for a#40-foot car, al- 
though a 60-foot car was used. 

“There is no other feature of railroad 
service about which there is such a mis- 
apprehension as the payment for han- 
dling the mails. Instead of being liber- 
ally and fairly paid, the roads are ma- 
terially underpaid, and I dare say the 
government gets a far greater return 
for its money than any other class Ol! 
user Of railroad transportation.”

Where Atlanta Stands. 

In the volume of its postal receipts 
Atlanta has advanced to a position in 
the same class with St. Paul, Indian- 
apolis, Denver ang New Orleans, though 
these cities far exceed her in popula- 
tion. 

Taking the figures for last month 
as the basis for comparison, Atlanta 
nearly doubled the receipts of Nash- 
Ville and did over three times the vol- 
ume Of business of Chattanooga. 

Atlanta’s postal receipts for Jan- 
uary were $80,775, while those of New 
Orleans were $80,083. Those of St. 
Paul were $88,000 in round numbers, 
Indianapolis $86,000, Denver $83,000 
and Nashville $43,000.

volume of postal receipts as compared 
to December, 1907, was not maintained 
in January.

Entomologist Watching 
Brown Tail Moth. 


Infected Shipments of Trees 


and Plants From Foreign 
Countries Coming Into Geor- 
gia in Roundabout Ways. 


While it has not yet gained a foot- 
hold in Georgia, the much dreaded 
brown-tail moth has made its appear- 
ance in isolated spots, chiefly, 
entirely, through the shipment into the 
State of nursery products from foreign 
countries which are imported into Geor- 
gia through northern nurserymen. 

State Entomologist E. L. Worsham is 


keeping as close a watch as is possible |

on these shipments, and in every 
Stance where they are found the in- 
is burned, while that sus- 
pected is thoroughly fumigated. 

The brown-tail moth eats almost 
in the shape of vegetation 
lumber, and efforts

In order to warn the people of Geor- 
Sia against the importation of this 
pest, and the great destruction which 
would follow if it secured a foothold 
here, Mr. Worsham has just issued ‘an 
interesting circular, in part as follows: 
, rhe brown-tail moth (Euproctis 
Chrysorrhaea) is present throughout 
Europe, North Africa and Western 
Asia, but has not yet become estab- 
lished in this country, except in the 
New England states. In this section it 
does an immense amount of damage. 
Millions of dollars have been spent in 
trying to control it, 

“Winter nests containing caterpillars 
of brown-tail moth have been found on 
Stods imported from Europe 
this winter. These shipments are be- 
ing traced as far as practicable, and 
the entomologists and horticultural in- 
Speectors have taken the matter in 
charge in the various states, and in 
this way we hope to stamp the pest 
Out before it gets a foothold. We are 
making every effort to trace al! ship- 
ments of imported stock into Georgia 
in order that we may inspect it for 
brown-tail moth and destroy all stock 
which shows the presence of this in- 
sect. 

“In New England, where this pest 
has become firmly established, it is 
responsible for great damage to vege- 
tation because it attacks practically all 
plants except pines and other trees of 
this nature. It does considerable dam- 
age to health on account of the fact 
that the caterpillar is covered with 
numerous hairs which produce most in- 
tense irritation when they come in con- 
tact with the _ skin. When molting 
takes place the larval skins are cast 
off, the poisonous hairs which are very 
brittle easily become detached, get into 
the air and in this way come in con- 
tact with the skin and produce an Iitch- 
ing distase. This is so bad at times 
that people have to move from certain 
localities where the pest occurs until 
relieved from the trouble. There is 
necessarily a great decrease in property 
values in localities where the moths are 
abundant. 

“At thig season of the year the insect 
in the caterpillar stage and hiber- 
nates in winter nests. These nests are 
made of leaves and webs spun by the 
caterpillars and fastened to twigs of 
trees that they infest. The caterpil- 
lars that have been found on nursery 
stock shipped from FEurope into Geor- 
gia were from one-third to one-half 
grown. When they are full grown they 
are from one and a half to one and 
three-quarters of an inch long. The 
head is pale brown and body dark 
brown or black and covered over with 
long reddish-brown and white. hairs. 
There may be as many as five hun- 
dred to one thousand individuals in a 
single nest. They emerge in the early 
spring, and feed on the swelling buds 
and new leaves until fully grown, and 
then change into moths. These moths 
are perfectly white, with the exception 
of the abdomen, which is brown. The 
female has a‘tuft of brown hair on 
the tip of abdomen, and it is from this 
the insect gets its name. Bgge laying 
begins as soon as the, moths emerge. 
The eggs hatch within a few days, and 
the little caterpillars begin their work. 

“Their principal food plants are pear 
and abple, but in New Bngand they 
are known to attack practically ail 
kinds of plants except pines and other 
plants of this nature. 

“We are making every effort in’ our 
power to locate all shipments of nurs- 
ery stock into Georgia from foreign 
countries, maki inspection of same, 
destroying all infested stock and burn- 
ing all winter nests before the insect 
becomes established, but there is dan- 
ger of its becoming established in Geor- 
gia, and if parties purchasing plants 
from Burope find any insects of which 
they are suspicious of being the brown- 
tail moth, they should enclose speci- 
mens in wooden or tin bazes, and send 
at once to the state entomouiogiat for 
identification.”’

OTTON GAMBLERS 
CORED BY ADAMSON 


Georgian Discusses the 
Methods of Exchanges. 


Uses as Part of Address Letter 
to Constitution Showing How 
Exchanges Interferé With 
Law of Supply and Demand. 


— 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
-Judge Adamson, of the fourth Georgia 
district, in discussing the cotton indus- 
try as’ it is affected by the tariff, took 
occasion in his speech a few days ago 
to say something on exchange gam- 
bling. 

Judge Adamgon denounced the ma- 
chinations of the exchange gamblers and 
read a set of resolutions adopted by the 
Farmers’ Union branch in his home 
county of Carroll, calling on congress 
to abolish catton exchanges in all the 
States wihere they are now permitted. 

He also appended a letter written to 
The Constitution by A. J. Snelson, of 
Bullochville, relating how the cotton 
exchanges are able to interfere with 
the laws of supply and demand. 

In urging protection for the cotton 
producer, whose rights are interfered 
with and whose products are priced by 
a set of g@ambsers one thousand miles 
away over whom they have no control, 
Judge Adamson saié@: 


“Skill in manufacture is able to con- 
vert it into rivalry with all the costly 
fabrics known to taste and fashion, yet 
it is so cheap and substantial as to be 
adapted to use by the plainest, the poor- 
est, and the humblest, not only for dress, 
but for all other of the ten thousand 
conceivable purposes for which fiber and 
textiles are used—twines, bags, bagging, 
awning, sails, curtains, bedding, tents, 
etc., without number. In fact, it is es- 
timated that it has no competitor for 
general use that can be bought from 
the producer at less than i4 cents per 
pound, and none of them are capable 
of furnishing more good to the pound 
than cotton. It may be remarked that 
to say /!4 cents a .pound means noth- 
ing. I admit that the abstract prop- 
osition igs utterly meaningless. Unless 
the stated price is considered in relation- 
ship to the stated prices of other com- 
modities, it carmes mo signficance. 


Cotton Too Cheap. 


“The truth is that during the last 
season cotton was about as cheap, meas- 
ured by the price of other commodities, 
as it was in the deplorable days twelve 
or fifteen years ago, harped upon so 
much by the republican enemies of cot- 
ton, when the price was below 5 cents, 
the only thing nearly as cheap as cot- 
ton being money. The truth is the re- 
publican party is about the greatest 
enemy that cotton has or ever had, and, 
judged by the operation of its disastrous 
policies, it could not have been more 
successful in its war upon cotton and 
cotton producers and those who 
live by cotton if the sole purpose 
of its organization had been expressly 
to put down and keep down the price 
of cotton. Every doctrine of the party, 
every step in its history, has had that 
tendency, though 1 do not believe that 
it was by design of all its members 
nor concurred in by all those who vote 
that ticket. My experience here has 
convinced me that some republicans 
are good and honest men, in spite ol 
their politics. 

Eliminate the Gambler. 


“My present object is to call 
tion to another phase of the war 
cotton, 

“There are domestic gamblers, who 
for their own gain take the liverty to 
trifle with the interests of our people 
by fictitious dealings, pretendedly 
based on actual cotton, whereby they 
sell and buy hundreds of millions of 
fictitious bales of cotton, when not more 
than twelve or fourteen million bales 
can possibly be produced under exist- 
ing conditions. 
- “Raseality is supposed to be utterly 
No consideration of kinship, 

relations, obligations of 
friendship, nor any other motive can 
always override that of gain. I sup- 
pose that bulls and bears are equally 
regardiess of every consideration but 
the haope of piling up profits. There is 
a peculiarity about the game that is 
exceedingly offensive and monotonous 
to the cotton producer. If the bulls 
would always lead the dance and keep 
quotations for the price of futures al- 
ways on the increase, so as to induce 
spots to a constant upward tendency, 
it might be that less complaint would 
be heard, although in the abstract their 
conduct might be equally reprehensible; 
but to the cotton producer it looks 
like the bears always have the advan- 
tage in the game, and constantly keep 
the prices of futureg quoted below the 
daily prices of spots, so as to produce 
when unaffected by other causes a 
constant downward tendency. That 
may appear all right to a man who sits 
in the shade and gambles 
cotton like he would on the 
moon, regardless of which side he af- 
fects. The trouble is that such opera- 
tions cannot affect the moon, but they 
ean affect the price of cotton, because 
manufacturers who use cotton use 
those quotations also. 

Duty of Congress. 

“Of course congress can not correct 
human nature, though it has been ap- 
pealed to for every purpose under the 
sun, and in some instances has done a 
great deal to accelerate poor human 
nature in its predisposiiion to become 
corrupt, and more so. We certainly 
could find some way to prevent the 
ravages of irresponsible people, who, 
having nothing at stake, do not hesi- 
tate to imperil the prosperity of thelr 
honest, industrious and meritorious {el- 
low citizens, in taking the hazard for 
their own uwneertain, often small and 
always iniquitous gain. 


Right here I 
shall submit, as a part of my remarks, 
a letter from one of 


my constituents, 
one of the best men in the world, who 
has devoted a noble life of industry 
and rectitude to uplifting the agricul- 
tural interests of this section, the up- 
building of his country, the improve- 
ment, the enlightenment, and the pros- 
perity of his race. He clearly states 
the case as applicable to the New York 
Cotton Exchange, and his appeal is a 
meritorious one. It is the duty of this 
congress to relieve the production and 
commerce in cotton from the inroads 
and injury menaced and inflicted daily 
by the continued existence of the New 
York Cotton Exchange.”

As it is, all that the state's attorneys 
tonight have is a transcript’ of Colone! 
Cooper's testimony on what transpired 
up to the time he reached Seventh ave- 
nue, a few moments before the killing 
There is little dispute over these inci- 
dents, but the theories of the defense and 
the state differ widely as to how the ac- 
tual killing occurred. 

Crowd Not Quite So Large. 

Not quite such an immense throng 
greeted the deputies this morning when 
they opened the court room. But there 
were enough there to fill two court 
rooms and furnish an audience for a 
couple of overflow meetings. 

John Sharp, the defendant on the 
etand when court adjourned yesterday, 
seemed much refreshed and invigorated 
by a night’s rest and walked jauntily 
to the witness chair to again submit 
himse ' to the state's probe. The 
state’s attorneys were jubilant, too. 
The adjournment gave them a chance 
to get a stenographic report of the 
witness’ testimony on direct examina- 
tion and they had spent a good part 
of the night studying it. Robim Coop- 
er, through with his ordeal, seemed 
brighter and happier than he has any 
day since the trial commenced, and his 
favorite sister, Mrs. Burch, fairly ra- 


diated happiness. 

Sharp Not Cross-Examined Further. 

There was a hurried conference of 
the state’s attorneys and then, to the 
surprise of éveryone, General Garner 
announced: @ 

“The state does not desire to cross- 
examine Mr. Sharp any further.” 

Sharp appeared much relieved and 
_@tarted to leave the stand, but was 
waved back by General Meeks, who be- 
gan on re-direct. 

“You were questioned last evening 
as to why you suddenly broke your 


engagement to go to the governor's 
mansion?” 

“I was.” 

“Did you have any engagement?” 

“No, sir. I had no engagement at 
the mansion. I had been merely asked 
to go there with Colone] Cooper.”

Sharp Whispers to Lawyer. 

Then Sharp leaned over and whis- 
ed something to the stenographer, who 
whispered to Genera] Meeks.

1892 he wrote an editorial thanking me.” 
Judge Hart asked to see it. He marked 
part of it and said he 
that portion to go to the jury. It was 
signed by E. W. Carmack. The state 
next examined it, and agreed to let the 
entire editorial go in. It was in the 
paper of February (!2, !892, and was 
headed, “A Card from E. W. Carmack.’ 

It was Carmack’'s farewell, in which 
he expressed regret at leaving The 
American and gratitude to the paper 
and its friends. It closed’ with these 
words: ‘I desire to express especially 
the regard I feel and the debt I owe to 
Colonel D. B. Cooper, under whose dl- 
rection I entered journalism. It is pleas- 
ant now to be able to say that I cannot 
recall a word or an incident that ever 
marred the pleasure of our association.’ 

Cooper told how Carmack moved to 
Memphis and entered politics there; went 
to congress and was elected to the 
United States senate. 

Friendly Relations Maintained. 

“Did you, after he left, maintain friend- 
ly relations?’’ 

“Absolutely so. We corresponded and 
the last very friendly letter I had from 
him was in December, !904. Our rela- 
tions were pleasant after that, however. 
At that time he was in the senate.” 

“Have you that letter?’’ 

“Tl have,” and witness produced it. 

General Washington took the letter 
and described its appearance for identi- 
fication. Then it was passed to the 
state's attorneys. They objected to its 
introduction in full, but consented to 
be read of the first paragraph as the 
only part of it bearing upon the friendli- 
ness between the two men. The court 
sustained the state’s contention. The 
paragraph admitted read: 

‘Dear Colonel: I have been trying to 
get Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, to locate 
some good place for Van in connection 
with the Panama canal, as he is doing 
something for someone else. I am in- 
clined to think the best thing Van can 
do is to tackle the president himself and 
tell him what he wants. However, i 
will do anything I can.’’

The First Note of Discord. 

“What was the first note of discord 
between you and Senator Carmack?’’ 

“The relations were not cordial during 
the Carmack-Taylor senatorial contest. 
The first offensive note appeared in The 
Memphis News-Scimitar in 1908." 

“Who started the changed relations?” 

“Why, I supported Taylor in that 
contest and he took offense. I regret- 
ted it very much.” 

“When you met him after that did 
you note a change in his manner?” 

“I did.” 

“Who did you support for governor?” 

“Governor Patterson.” 

“After that did you notice any fur- 
ther change in Senator Carmack's man- 
ner?” 

“Yes, sir. He ceased speaking to 
me.” 

“Had you done him any wrong?” 

“I had not.” 

“What other indication of hostility 
did you %?bserve in Carmack’s attitude 
toward you?” 

“Well, there were articles in the pa- 
per. That News-Scimitar article——” 

Wrangle Over Editorial. 

The state objected and demanded that 
the article be identified. A wrangle 
followed, which ended by the court or- 
dering that the examination proceed. 
The News-Scimitar of March 15, 1908, 
was identified. 

“Was that editorial written by Sen- 
ator Carmack?” 

“I was so informed.” ‘ 

“If you do not know that Carmack 
wrote the editorial, it is not compe- 
tent,” said the court. 

“I do not know, but I have reliable 
authority for my belief that he did.” 

The agtate examined the editorial 
carefully and passed it to the court. 
The state objected to the entire edito- 
rial, but the court considered part of it 
competent if proved that Carmack 
wrote it. 

The defense argued that the editorial 
went to show Colonel] Cooper's mental 
condition, and that whether Carmack 
wrote it or not was of no moment pro- 
vided Cooper believed that Carmack 
wrote it. The opportunity to make a 
few speeches was too good to over. 
look, and both sides took advantage 
of it until the court, wearied, shut off 
the oratory. 

The colonel said he was toid by a 
Mr. Burch, an employee of The News- 
Scimitar, that Carmack wrote the ed- 
itorial. Then the court ruled that, as 
showing Colonel Cooper’s mental con- 
dition, one paragraph of the editorial 
should be introduced. 

Editorial Attack on Cooper. 

General Washington read the para- 
graph. It referred to Colonel Cooper 
and Colonel Gates as “‘consistent bolters 
who got together in support of the 
only governor the Louisville and Nash. 
ville railroad, in ite history of crime 
and debauchery, ever owned.” 

The state objected to the tone of 
voice in which Washington read the 
paragraph and the court offered to let 
the prosecutor read it if he wanted to, 
but he declined. 

Colonel Cooper was questioned about 
the joint debate between Carmack and 
Patterson and asked if he ever learned 
that Carmack was using his name in 
them. 

“Yes, very often. It began in a spir- 
it of ridicule and later charged me with 
corruption. His first reference was to 
‘A little bald-headed angel named Dunc 
Cooper. Later, referring to the ‘An- 
gel,, he asked if the ‘Angel’ was white 
or black and were its feathers tainted 
with a sulphurous smell.” 

“Who was the ‘Angel’ he was talking 
about?” 

‘A man named Dunc Cooper, supposed 
to be myself.”’ 

Cooper a Private Citizen. 

Cooper said, in response to questions, 
that he was a private citizen at that 
time, heli no office and had said or done 
nothing to provoke the attacks. 

“How far did the debate extend?’’ 

“All over the state and they were 
largely attended. My name was used 
in middle and eastern Tennessee only.” 

“Was Carmack defeated?’ 

“He was.” : 

“What became his occupation then?’’ 

“He became the editor of The Nash- 
ville Tennessean.”’

This is the editorial which made the 
situation serious and it was followed by 
others. It was headed, “An Awful 
Threat,’’ and concerned Governor Pat- 
terson’s chances of election if Bryan 
were knifed. 

A List of Honorables. 

“It closed by ‘directing the attention 
of the Honorable Dunc Cooper and other 
honorables,”’ naming them, to the threat 
to knife Bryan. Among the honorabies 
named was Solomon Cohn. 

“Who was Solomon Cohn”’ 

“He was a Black Bottom dive keeper, 
often convicted of crime.”’ 

The defense inquired as to several 
other ‘“honorables’’ mentioned, and they 
were all given bad names by the wit- 
ness. The intent was to show that Car- 
mack grossly insulted Cooper by linking 
his name with those of notorious men. 

“Carmack wrote tnis editcrial?” 

“Well, he was the responsible editor. 
I do not know who wrote it.’’ 

“Here is a copy of The Tennessean of 
Sunday, November 8, 1908. Has it an 
editorial in it about you” 

“It has.’’ (This edicoria) 
entitled, ‘‘Across th2 Muddy Chasii.”’

Attacks on the Machine. 

“Had Senator Carmack ever charged 
you with being the head and front of a 
corrupt machine?’ 

“He has. At Ashland City he stated 
that the governor was an island anda 
that I was the water completeiy sur- 
rounding him. I was also accused ofr 
being the head of the corrupt machine.” 

“Here is a copy of The Tennessean of 
November 3, 1908. Has it an editorial 
in it about you?’ 

“It has.’’ 

Counsel for state demanded to see It, 
and the paper was passed to them. They 
@bjected to its introduction, but the 
court admitted it. It was entitled: “The 
Work of the Machine.” It was a bitter 
attack upon machine politics, but no 
names were mentioned. Next, Judge An- 
derson read the editorial of November 
8, entitled “Across the Muddy Chasm.” 
In it Colonel Cooper is referred to as 
the peacemaker who reconciled Govern- 
Or Patterson and his old enemy, Govern- 
or Cox. Next Judge Anderson read: 
“The Diplomat of the Zweibund,” pre- 
viously introduced by the state. 
Cooper Read All Carmack Editorials. 

“Did you read all those editorials?’ 

“— 2s.” 

“Did you read them before or after 
the killing of Senator Carmack?’’ 

“Before. I read the Sunday editorial, 
‘Across the Muddy Chasm,’ before I sent 
word to Carmack by Mr. Craig. I read 
the Monday editorial at the club before 
I had the conference with my son at his 
office."’ 

Court adjourned at this time 
2p. m. 

Colonel Cooper returned to the stand 
after the midday recess. He told how 
indignant he was at the editorial in 
The Tennessean on Sunday, November 
8; how he met Mr. Craig and sent the 
message to Carmack. 

“Craig” returned,” 
“and told me that nothing could be 
done, that Carmack was in an ugly 
mood. But as he left, he said to me: 
‘Your name will not appear again.’ ” 

Wanted Attacks to Cease. 

“Did you demand an apology?” 

“I specifically did not. I told Craig 
I wanted no apology; all I wanted was 
that these attacks should cease. I said 
that unless they did, the town was not 
big enough to hold both of us; that I 
was tired of having a mar spit in my 
face each morning as soon as I got 
up. What I meant by the town not 
being big enough for both of us, I will 
explain, if you wish, later.” 

“Did you have a weapon on that Sun- 
day?” 

“No, sir; and go stated to Craig when 
I asked for a persona! interview with 
Carmack—asked him to arrange it.” 

“What wag said about a note?’ 

“T had written one on Sunday, which 
I.destroyed on Monday, when. I wrote 
another in Mr. Bradford's office.” 

The witness said he was armed when 
he went to Robin’s office that Monday 
morning. He got the revolver Sunday 
night from Colonel Thomas Hutcheson 
in the Tulane hotel. 

“What kind was it?’ 

“I do not know. I never looked at 
it twice.” 

“Was it loaded?” 

“IT presume so. Colonel Hutcheson 
told me it was when he gave it to me.” 
Cooper’s Daughter Hysterical. 

A few days before the tragedy, the 
witness said, he got a letter from his 
son-in-law, Charles Burch, asking the 
colonel to look over a horse which 
Burch wished for his daughter Lucia, a 
granddaughter of Colonel Cooper. The 
letters were introduced in evidence. He 
said he found that the horse was lame 
and returned to the stable to look the 
animal over again about IO a. m. on 
November 9, the day of the shooting. 
That was where he said he went from 
Robin's office that Monday morning. 

“When I returned home about noon 
I found my daughter hysterica and 
crying because of Robin's telephone 
message. She feared I would be shot 
down on the street. 

‘I knew that there was no cause for 
fear, but her tears made me anxious 
and, to please her, I went upstairs and 
tore up the note I had written in Brad- 
ford’s office and wrote another one.

mack. He talked about nothing else.” 

“What did the governor say?” 

“He satd——” 

The state objected and was sustained. 

“What did you do at the Maxwell?” 

“I dictated the new note to Senator 
Carmack.” 

“Did Governor 
note?” 

“He did, and urged Me 

So did Bradford.” 
The defense trieq to have Colonel 
Cooper detail what transpired at his 
conference with Governor Patterson 
and what took place in Attorney Brad.

‘He did.” 

“Did you agree not to send the note?’

I was called to the telephone 
by some one who said Governor Patter- 
son wanted me. I talked with him and 
he requested me to come to the mansion 
in about twenty-five minutes.
